Pittsburgh, April 21—r(AP) — 


Agreement on wage increases of 
51 a day for 140,000 U. S. Steel 
Corp. workers today cheered the 
entire industry with the prospect 
of a year of strike-free produc- 
tion. 


The pay hikes— agreed upon 


yesterday by Philip Murray, pres- 
ident of the CIO and the United 
Steelworkers, and J. A. Stephens, 
"big steel" vice 
president—won 


quick approval by the union's ex- 
ecutive board. The raises affect 
employes of five major producing 
subsidiaries and are expected to 
set the wage boost pattern for 
other steel companies as well as 
other industries. 


The agreement comes before the 


union's 175-man wage and policy 
committee today for 
final 
ap- 


proval. The union said signature 
of the pact could be expected to- 
morrow. 


Hailed as Victory

An unprecedented 47 per cent bud- 
get cut was recommended for the 
Interior department today by the 
house appropriations committee. 


Slashing vigorously in its prom- 


ised "meat axe" drive to 
chop 


$6,000,000,000 from President Tru- 
man's 537,500,000,00 federal budget 
for 1948, the committee sent to the 
house floor a $156,538,513 bill to 
operate the Interior department 
for the 12 months starting July 1. 


This is 3138,881,907 below the 


president's budget estimates. $101,- 
362,173 under current appropri- 
ations 3ut $28,860,053 above the 
department's last prewar fund in 
1938. 


With a single exception—the 


Fine Arts commission which re- 
ceived the full $12,000 it requested 
every one of the department's far- 
flung activities felt the commit- 
tee's axe. 


If congress follows the commit- 


tee's recommendation, the division 
of pcwer^and the division of geog- 
raphy will be abolished, the oil and 
gas divisions will be cut down to 
"hot oil" act enforcement activi- 
ties, and thousands of Interior de- 
partment employes will be looking 
for jobs. 


And such multi-million dollar 


agencies as the Reclamation bur- 
eau, the Bonneville (Ore.) Power

Turkey and Greece from commun- 
ism while (b) attempting to ship 
the Russians equipment to make 
high, octane gasoline for airplanes.

The lecturer spoke substantially as 


follows: 


Perhaps more Christian sermons 


have been preached on'the subject 
of salvation than any other, yet un- 
doubtedly members of the clergy 
would rejoice today to see a much 
greater interest evidenced in it. Why 
this rather general indifference or 
apathy toward such an .important 
subject? Surely it is not because 
men feel that they have already ex- 
perienced salvation. Perhaps there 
are some who believe that they .have 
been saved because they are not con- 
scious of sinning. Yet the Bible 
makes it quite clear that sin brings 
death; hence when one really has 
been saved from sin, he must also 
be saved from death, as well as 
from sickness and disease. 


True salvation must be.complete, 


it cannot be partial. One who has 
fafleh into the sea would not be 
saved merely by throwing him a 
life preserver. 
While this would 


prevent his drowning, he could not 
be said truly to have been saved 
until he had been.rescued from the 
sea. In like manner, one cannot be 
said truly to have experienced sal- 
vation until he has -been saved from 
what the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, Mary Baker Eddy, 
refers to as "the surging sea of 
error" (Science and Health, p. 569), 
and this involves the overcoming of 
disease and death, as -well as of-sin. 


In Christian Science, we learn that 


all evil is merely the belief in the i 
absence of good. Thus sickness is •! 
but a belief in the absence of health, j 
sin a belief in the lack of purity and 
holiness, death a belief in the ab- 
sence of life, poverty a belief in the 
lack of abundant supply, and so on. 
We see. therefore, that salvation 
from evil really means being saved 
from the belief in the absence of 
good. or. to put it another way. it 
means the realization of the omni- 
presence of 'infinite good—of 
un- 


limited health, happiness, harmony, 
holiness, purifcj-vimmortality. • abun-- 
dance, et cetera. And surely no one 
in his right' mind desires "to post- 
pone the unfolding in his experience 
o* a more abundant sense of good-

our salvation now. Paul declares, 
"Behold, now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of salvation." 
Hence salvation now is not only a 
possibility, it ie a divine demand. 
And we have the assurance that 
God is with us in working it out. 


What is it, therefore, that causes 


one to think of salvation as some- 
thing pertaining ro the more or less 
distant future? What is it that 
causes him to postpone experiencing 
a greater measure of good, when it 
is the very thing he most desires? 
Is it not the same kind of thinking 
that would cause one to believe that 
an onion has the fragrance of a 
delightful perfume? Whatever makes 
one believe something to be quite 
contrary to its true nature is a

What to Saivatiou? 


Let us consider a little further 


what we art to work out—what sal- 
vation really is. In "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures," 
Mrs. Eddy defines "salvation" as 
follows (p. 593): "Life. Truth, and 
Love understood, and demonstrated 
as supreme over all: sin, sickness, 
and death destroyed." 
Salvation, 


therefore, is positive, not negative. 
It is an attainment, not merely get- 
ting rid of something. And when we 
jtftain the spiritual understanding 
of Life. Truth, and Love, and dem- 
onstrate it, the elimination of sin, 
sickness, and death from our con- 
scious experience follows of ne- 
cessity. 


Life, Truth, and Love are Scrip- 


tural names for God. When we 
recognize that Life is God. we see 
that there is only one divine Life, 
which is infinite, omnipresent, im- 
mortal, self-existent, self-sustained, 
active, and conscious. Hence the be- 
lief that each one has a limited life 
of his own, subject lo birth and 
death, sin and disease, must be a 
false or mistaken sense of divine 
.Life, which the true idea corrects. 
If man really had a life apart from 
God, beginning and ending, imper- 
fect and discordant, as seems to be 
the case, this would be the truth 
about life and nothing could be done 
to change or improve it. Hence im- 
mortality would be a myth. But this 
is impossible, since God" is Life: and 
there being only one God. there can 
be but one Life. In the degree that 
the false concept of divine Life is 
eliminated from individual human 
consciousness, its attendant beliefs 
of Sin. disease, and death go out with 
it. Then one becomes conscious ol 
uife as it realiy is, and experiences 
the progressive unfolding of its ever- 
present qualities of health, newness 
and 
immortality. 
For as Christ 


Jesus declared, "This is life eternal. 
:hat they might know thee the only 
.rue God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast sent." 


As we recognize that Truth is 


God. 
we see that whatever is true 


must partake of His nature: hence 
it must be good, spiritual, harmoni- 
ous, 
unchangeable, and indestruct- 


ible. Whatever does not express God 
or Truth, whatever'is evil, material, 
discordant, changeable, or destruct- 
ible, was classified by Jesus as "the 
devil" which "abode not .in the truth, 
because there is no truth in him . .. 
for he is a. liar, and the father of it" 
(John 8:44). Evil or devil, being the 
father of itself, is merely the lie 
about or ' absence of Truth, and so 
must be unreal,, powerless, neither 
person, place, nor thing. Its every 
claim to be cause, to have intelli- 
gence, power, activity, and effect—its 
every claim to reality—is but a lie 
which the truth .destroys. And does 
not everything from which the hu- 
man consciousness needs to be saved, 
such as sin, sickness, death, age. lack, 
unemployment, and'so on, fail in the 
category of that which does not 
manifest God. good? Surely none of 
these-iSfjOf. God's creating. And is it 
not heartening to realize that we 
do not have to as saved from any- 
thing real, intelligent, powerful, and 
dangero-.s, but only from a false 
claim, from nothing's claim to be 
something—from its claim to be real, 
intelligent, powerful, active, to be 
person, place, or thing? While evil 
is nothing, since it is not of God, 
ana" while it is apparent that noth- 
ing can never be more or less than 
nothing, its claims to be something 
cannot be ignored, consented to. or 
contended" with, for this -would j 
make a. reality of the claims of evil. \ 
They need to be detected and their 
falsity recognized, -and the more 
quickly'this-is done, the better, be- 
cause the nature of truth, accord- 
ing to Jesus is to make us free 
f-John 8:32). 


To know that Love is God. the 


only cause or creator, gives one an 
entirely new sense of creation—of 
the universe, including mail. For the 
•creation of divine Love is always 
perfect, beautiful, and satisfying, en- 
tirely devoid of any harmful or de- 
structive element. In brief, it mani- 
fests the nature of divine Love, since 
like produces like. There can be in 
reality no other creation, for as the 
Bible declares. "All things were made 
by him: and without him was not 
any thing made that was made.'" 
.therefore whatever is unlovely, un- 
loving, 
and 
unlovable — whatever 


does not manifest the divine nature 
—has no ^aiise or creator: it is no 
part of the infinite and only crea- 
tion: it simply does not exist." It has 
no beginning, no continuity, no his- 
tory, no substance, no intelligence, 
no power or influence, no activity, no 
effect, no reality- A^ain, it is merely 
nothing claiming to be something: 
and you and I canr.ot be mane to 
consent to this false claim or to fear 
it. for the truth is that ~e arc too 
ijits'h'gen? i<» believe it.

Referring to the Master, Mrs. Eddy 


says (Science and Health, p, 316). 
"Prom him mortals may learn how 
to escape from evil. The real man 
being linked by Science to his 
Maker, mortals need only turn from 
sin and lose sight of mortal self- 
hood to find Christ, the real man 
and his relation to God, and to rec- 
ognize the divine sonship." 


Jesus had such a clear understand- 


ing of the Christ, Truth, that he 
completely identified himself with it, 
which resulted in his being known 
as Jesus the Christ, or Christ Jesus. 
He demonstrated that the Christ- 
man, the image and likeness of God, 
was his true selfhood. He proved 
that he did not have to die in 
order to realize this true selfhood or 
be saved, for he not only healed 
others of sin, disease, and death, but 
he overcame death for himself, thus 
proving that complete salvation is 
possible here and nov;. As we read 
in Science and Health (p. 316), "The 
Christ-idea, or the Christ-man, rose 
higher to human view because of 
the crucifixion, and thus proved that 
Truth was the master of death. 
Christ presents the indestructible 
man, 
whom Spirit creates, consti- 


tutes, and governs." 


Jesus' perfect example remains for 


each one to follow, and only iu the 
measure that we follow . it are we 
working.out our own salvation. The 
Master did not work out our sal- 
vation for us, nor does the mere 
acknowledgment of his perfect dem- 
onstration do so. Salvation is indi- 
vidual: each one must work it out 
for himself. Since it is the attaining 
of the understanding of Life. Truth, 
and Love as supreme over all and 
demonstrating this_ in daily life, sal- 
vation cannot be vicarious. One can- 
not work it out for another, al- 
though he may lend a helping hand. 
The Master helped mortals by show- 
ing them the way, Mrs. Eddy has 
shown them how to walk in this 
way. 
and the Christian 
Science 


practitioner stands ready to aid 
those needing help with some spe- 
cific problem. However, each one 
must follow in the Way-shower's 
footsteps, "precept upon precept, 
line upon line." until he proves for 
himself that Christ is his true and 
only selfhood, the real and only 
man. 


In all human history, no individ- 


ual has so blessed his fellow mail as 
has Christ Jesus, and this is because 
he alone worked out his salvation 
completely. While he gave men a 
perfect example to follow, he left 
no definite rules to go by and his 
teaching was largely in parables. 
His disciples and immediate follow- 
ers understood his teachings to such 
an extent that they also were able 
to heal the sick and raise the dead, 
and this continued to be the case 
among the early Christians for some 
three hundred years. Then ma-, 
terialism and worldliness crept into 
the Christian church, and this re- 
sulted in the loss 0- both the spirit- 
ual understanding of the Master's 
words and works and the power to 
heal. 


The Promised 
Comforter 


Perhaps Christ Jesus foresaw that 


something of this nature would 
happen, for he prophesied the com- 
ing of a further and final revelation 
of Truth that would "bring his. great 
work to fulfillment, fie referred ro 
this as the coming of the Comforter, 
and of it he said: ""But the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you all things, 
and bring all things to your remera- 
orance. whatsoever I have said unto 
!ou." That Christian Science is this 
inal revelation of Truth, all of its 
rue students are thoroughly con- 
"iaced. Not only does it bring all of 
he Masters teachings to remem-- 
brance, but it also explains, int-er- 


! prets. and amplifies them in such a 


way that the student may scien- 
tiGcally and successfully demon- 
strate them for himself, and thus in 
some measure do the works that 
Jesus said those who understood his 
teachings would do. 


While Christian Scientists do not 


claim to have reached the fullness 
01 the Master's demonstration, their 
works are still sufficient;- impressive 
to prove to the unprejudiced in- 
vestigator that. Christian Science is 
the promised Comforter. There have 
been and are today many instances 
of the healing of all types of disease 
and deformity pronounced hopeless 
by the medical profession.

destroyed, and finally, 'with much 
humility, he turned to a woman 
practitioner. He was then completely 
healed of this unreasoning prejudice 
towards Mrs. Eddy, and the physical 
healing quickly followed. Now he 
has a deep sense of love and grati- 
tude for Mrs. Eddy, whose great 
work made his healing possible, and 
also a keen appreciation of the 
consecrated work of both men and 
women practitioners. 


There cannot be a revelation 


without a revelator, nor can the 
revelation be separated 
from the 


revelator, although this is what 
error would try to do. Furthermore, 
in order to understand and success- 
fully demonstrate this final revela- 
tion, one must clearly understand 
Mrs. Eddy's place as revelator—as 
the Discoverer. Founder, and Leader 
of Christian Science and its move- 
ment. Since this final revelation 
was prophesied by the Master and 
St. John, Christian Scientists recog- 
nize both the revelation and the 
revelator 
as 
fulfilling 
prophecy. 


They do not worship Mrs. Eddy, but 
they give her her rightful place, just 
as they give John his, Paul his, and 
so on. The individual cannot be 
separated from his demonstration— 
from his individual manifestation of 
Truth. 


Mrs. Eddy's work was to discover 


and give to mankind the rules and 
laws .by which the Master's teach- 
ings may be scientifically demon- 
strated in the working out of one's 
salvation. The. spiritual meaning of 
the Scriptures was divinely revealed 
to her. together with the rules for 
demonstrating- these spiritual truths, 
and she gave this revelation to man- 
kind in her textbook. Science and 
Health, where it not only is avail- 
able for all time, but also is set 
forth in such variety of expression 
that all types of human thought can 
grasp and understand it. 


This textbook, however, is not the 


Christian Scientist's 
Bible, as is 


sometimes claimed. Our Bible is the 
King James Version used by most 
Protestant churches. But the stu- 
dent of Christian Science finds that 
Science and Health makes the Bible 
a new book to him, that it is indeed 
a "Key to the Scriptures." giving 
them new meaning and making the 
spiritual truths they contain prac- 
tical in his daily life; Consequently- 
it is no mere sense of duty that 
causes him to study ihe Bible and 
Science and Health each day. He 
turns to them because this "study 
definitely enriches his daily life, 
heals and protects him, and gives

good: thus enabling him to work out 
his salvation in some measure each 
day.

Tme Repentance Essential to 


Salvation 


The process of working out ones 


own salvation includes repentance, 
reformation or regeneration, atone- 
ment, resurrection, and ascension. 
However, these should not be re- 
garded as successive steps or periods 
to one's life. We do "not have a 
period for repentance, another for 
reformation, and so on until finaliv 
we experience ascension. On the 
contrary, the individual who is ear- 
nestly striving to work out his own 
salvation should experience ali of 
these in some measure right now. 
We experience all of them to some 
extent whenever we have a healing 
"in Christian Science. 
- It may be helpful at this point to 
consider how we may daily faring 
more of .these into our experience. 
For example, is each one recognizing 
the need of more repentance? It is 
recorded that the Master began his 
ministry by preaching. '-Repent: for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand." 
And he also said. "Except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish." " Re- 
pentance is generally regarded as 
sorrow for wrongdoing, or penitence. 
but this was not. the full meaning of 
what Jesus was preaching. 
The 


Greek word that is translated "re- 
pent" in the New Testament liter- 
ally means "to think differently" or 
"to have another mind." So the 
Master was not merely calling on 


! mortals to be sorry for their sins 
: and mistakes, but rather to change 


their Chinking. This does not mean 
that penitence or sorrow for wrong- 
doing is not needed. It is funda- 
mental. But real repentance also 
involves changing one's thinking 
from a material to a spiritual basis. 
This spiritualization of thought en- 
ables one here and now to experi- 
ence in like measure "the kingdom 
of heaven." which Mrs. Eddy defines 
as "the reign of harmony in divine 
Science: the 
realm of" unerring, 


eternal, and omnipotent Mind: the 
atmosphere of Spirit, where Soul is 
supreme" {Science and Hcaith p 
590'. 


Let us consider the easiest steo 


first—sorrow 
fpr wrongdoing. 
In 


order to experience this, we must 
first be aware thai we are thinking 
e-r doing wrongly, thai there is 
something about which to be sorry. 
This honest recognition of our sins 
and mistakes, of our wrong thinking 
and acting, is thus really the first 
step of repentance. In "Miscellane- 
ous Writings." Mrs. Eiidy states (p. 
107>: "Three cardinal points must 
be gained before poor humanity is 
regenerated and Christian Science 
is demonstrated: <i» A »roj>cr sense 
of sin: 
<2> repentance: 
«3» 
the 


under.naauijijs of good." 
And a 


little farther on *he adds. "Without 
a kno^rtedge of his MJIR. and repent- 
ance so severe that it destroys them. 
no person is or can be a Christian 


its broadest aspect as all material 
thinking. Now, my friend, can you 
say that you -have complete!v risen 
above the belief In the rea'llty of 
matter, above all material thinking? 
Of course not. So we need to repent 
primarily of our material thinking; 
we need to be sorry enough about 
it to correct It. 


In order to do this, we must be 


convinced of the unreality of matter. 
On page 468 of Science and Health! 
Mrs. Eddy gives in one paragraph, 
which she has called "the scientific 
statement of being," the epitome of 
.Christian Science. The individual 
who is just beginning to study 
Christian Science will find it most 
helpful to memorize this wonderful 
statement, to ponder it, and use it, 
for it is indeed a powerful declara- 
tion of truth, of the unreality of 
matter and- the allness of Spirit. 
However, it must be used thought- 
fully, prayerfully. Merely to repeat 
it from memory is not the effective 
way to use it. One should strive to 
understand it better each time he 
declares it, strive to realize its mean- 
ing more fully. When it is used in 
this way. healing often results. 


When a young student of Chris- 


tian Science. I had this illustrated 
in my own experience. I was riding 
in a car with a friend when" he ex- 
perienced a severe heart attack. In 
fact, he turned to me with the state- 
ment that he was dying, and then 
proceeded to give every evidence of 
doing so. This was the first time I 
had ever been confronted with such 
an acute situation, and the only 
thing- that came to my thought was 
"the scientific -statement of being." 
I stopped the car and audibly de- 
clared this statement, trying to 
realize it myself and insisting that 
my friend repeat it. After going over 
it in this way several times as 
vigorously as possible. I 
noticed a 


slight movement of his lips. The 
next time the lips were forming the 
words, then the voice came, and in 
a few minutes my friend was quite 
all right. 


The first sentence of this powerful 


statement is revolutionary: '-There 
is no life, truth, intelligence, nor '•• 
substance in matter." How com- 
pletely this does away with matter, 
for if life, truth, .intelligence, and 
substance are taken away from it, 
what is left? You will do well to 
think this through for yourselves, 
my friends, until you see clearly that1 
matter without life, truth, intelli- 
gence, or substance is nothing— 
merely the absence of Spirit. And 
this absence can be only a supposi- 
tion, since Spirit is iuliniie and om- 
nipresent. The infinitude and omni- 
presence of Spirit exclude and pre- 
clude the presence and existence of 
matter. But it is hot- enough to say 
there is no matter, one must be 
convinced of it. ' 


The reasoning is simple, yet pro- 


found. Since Spirit is real and" in- 
finite, its opposite, matter, must be 
unreal and nothing. In the degree 
that one clearly realizes this fact 
he is truly repenting of the belief in 
the reality of matter. This is the 
first step toward repenting of more 
specific sins and mistakes, for all of 
these are the effects of one's belief 
in the reality of matter. In brief, if 
one were to repent so thoroughly of 
bis belief in matter as to blot it out 
completely, he would be altogether 
spiritually-minded, and there would 
be, nothing further requiring repent- 
ance. Every breach of the moral 
code, as well as the beliefs of sickness 
and death, are th» effects of the 
belief of life, truth, intelligence, and 
substance in matter. They have no 
foundation or existence in Spirit or 
in spiritual consciousness. 
So we 


see the great need of repenting of 
this materia] or.carnal mindedness 
—of being sorry enough to correct it 
by spiritualizing our thinking.

understanding operates as a law of 
elimination to the poison and it* 
so-called effects. 


Likewise, 
in 
healing 
disease 


through prayer, not only the indi- 
vidual's fear and false beliefs must 
be destroyed and 
replaced 
with 


spiritual truth, but also the general 
mortal belief must be handled along 
the lines we have mentioned. It Is 
not necessary to know the mortal 
mind or materia medica laws for a 
particular case. 
The need is to 


realize that God being the one law- 
maker, only His law of Life is pres- 
ent and operating. 
Consequently 


there is no general mortal belief or 
law causing disease, transmitting it, 
or giving it name, nature, develop- 
ment, symptoms, activity, effect or 
aftereffect. As we read in Science 
and Health (p. 380). "Every law of 
matter or the body, supposed to gov- 
er man, is rendered null and void 
by the law of Life, God." 


Prayer in Christian Science is .the 


adjusting of one's thought to Prin- 
ciple, divine Mind, so that one 
reflects God's knowing. The earnest 
student of this Science strives to do 
this constantly—to "pray without 
ceasing." 
Such prayer not only 


heals disease and all other discords 
claiming presence in individual hu- 
man experience, it also acts as a 
law of protection. In fact, the pro- 
tective power of prayer is just as 
important as its healing effect, and 
we should be alert to this.

This spiritualization of thought is 


brought about through study and 
prayer. Persistent, earnest study of 
the Bible and Mrs. Eddy's writings 
is necessary in order to gain an 
understanding of reality—of God 
and man in His likeness. This is 
the knowledge of good which is the 
third step essential to true regenera- 
tion or reformation. It is obvious 
that one realiy cannot get rid of a 
false belief until he gains the true 
idea. As one gains the understand-

•through studying muft be used in 
order to solve the problems claiming 
presence in human experience, and 
prayer is the mode of its utilization. 
Prayer in Christian Science is not 
to change God. nor is it to get Him 
to change Kis creation, since a per- 
fect creator can create only perfec- 
tion. But humanly, instead of being 
conscious of man as perfect, as

The realization of the truth of 


being, the knowledge of good, re- 
placing the false with the true in 
individual. human

brings about true reformation or 
regeneration—and this is healing. It 
is putting off the old man and put- 
ting on the new. It is true atone- 
ment, or at-one-ment with God. 
Thus as false beliefs are replaced 
with spiritual ideas in individual 
human consciousness, as we know as 
Mind knows, we bring out man's 
oneness with divine Mind. As we 
recognize the nothingness of matter 
and gain the understanding of Spirit 
as the infinite and only substance, 
we bring out- man's oneness with 
Spirit. As the belief in sin is replaced 
with sinless, divine consciousness, we 
bring out man's oneness with Soul, 
for Soul is sinless, divine conscious- 
ness. As the belief of material or 
personal sense is replaced with 
spiritual-sense, we manifest the one 
government, and thus bring out 
man's oneness with Principle. As 
the false beliefs of sickness, disease, 
and death are replaced with health, 
completeness, and immortality, we 
bring out man's oneness with im- 
mortal Life. As we become God's 
witnesses, expressing the facts of 
being and proving man's 'freedom 
from the beliefs of error, we bring 
out man's oneness with Truth. And 
as we replace the beliefs of. fear, 
envy, jealousy, hatred, and self-love 
with fearlessness and calm assur- 
ance, kindness, tenderness, forgive- I 
ness, and compassion—in short, with 
unselfed love—we bring out man's 
oneness with divine Love. 


Thus atonement is the bringing 


out of our true spiritual selfhood, 
the Christ, and the putting off of 
everything that does not emanate 
from and express divine Truth, Life. 
and- Love. It requires that we think 
from the standpoint of Principle 
about everything in our daftly ex- 
perience. It requires that instead of 
knowing or talking about man as 
God's image, we actually strive to 
be this man.' It therefore requires 
that we detect and effectively re- 
move from our thinking and acting 
whatever does not trace back to j 
Principle, for this is no part of the 
real man. 


Prom the foregoing we see that 


atonement and resurrection go hand 
in hand. For Mrs. Eddy defines 
"resurrection", 
as 
(Science 
and 


Health, p. 593): -'Spirituah'zation of 
thought: a new and higher idea of 
immortality, or spiritual existence: 
material belief yielding to spiritual 
understanding." 
Hence every da;.'

Wildlife in the United States is. 
facing one of its most cntica, 
periods in history, in the opinion 
of Albert M. Day. chief of the 
Federal Fish and Wildlife service. 


In testimony before the house 


appropriations committee, made 
public today. Day said 'hat the 
danger lies in the huge .-lumber of 
hunters. 


Before the war. he said, there 


were about 17,000,000 people, ex- 
clusive of commercial fishermen, 
who purchased hunting and fishing 
licenses. Since the war the figure 
has been steadily climbing. 


"In fact, the recent returns of 


hunting licenses sold during the 
fiscal year which ended June 30. 
1946. shows a 20 per cent im-iease 
over the previous year." Day saia 


"It reached the highest figure in 


all history of over 9.850,000 as 
compared with approximately 8,- 
200,000 m 1945. The sale of "duck 
stamps increased from less than 
1,500.000 in 1942 to almost 1.800.- 
000 m 1946. Fishing licenses sales 
jumped from around 8.000.000 in 
1943 
to more than S.250,000 in 


1945." Day added: 


"It looks now like peace can be 


harder on wild game and fish than 
war.

So I signaled 
that I wanted to meet General Ho. 


Unprecedented Plan 


It was over the luncheon table 


that the General unfolded a project 
which, so far as I can recall, is 
without precedent in such a situa- 
tion. In relaying the interview in 
this column it should be empha- 
sized not only that we are dealing 
with one of China's top men, but 
that he is a professional soldier, 
accustomed to settling arguments 
with bullets. He was

minister of war from 1930 to 1945. 
He also was chief of staff of the

Such a program sounded strange 


coming from a fighting man And 
the General admitted that until 
recently he regarded the settle- 
ment of the civil strife purely a 
military job. The government had 
to blast the Chinese Communists 
into submission 
with high 
ex- 


plosive. How else are such dis- 
putes settled?. 


General Ho discovered a new 


approach to the problem as the 
result of attending the Internation- 
al-Assembly for Moral Re-arma- 
ment at Niagara Falls a few weeks 
ago. Of this change he says: 


"During the past 20 years of 


my fight against the materialists 
in China, the method_ I used was 
force against force, and organiza- 
tion against organization. But it 
did not occur to me that I should 
hit back with an idea against ;in 
idea. I have come to the very 
firm conclusion that I must fight 
an idea with an idea.'* 


Xeed Moral Force 


- The General said he believes 
that, whatever military operations 
may be necessary, the only way 
to cut the ground from under the 
feet of communism in China is 
for the National government to 
inaugurate reforms which "will win 
over the Copulation now. dominated 
by the Reds.' And along with 
economic: reforms must come the 
moral force that will give new 
standards to the country- 


In short, there's, no use trying 


to "reform" the Communists un- 
less the, change starts first in the 
government and among its key 
supporters. 


Obviously the spreading of these 


new ideas 
calls 
for 
specially 


trained people, and the energetic 
Ho hasrlaid before the Generalis- 
simo a program which calls for 
selected groups of Chinese to be 
sent to America at once for train- 
ing in moral re-armament. Ho 
specifies that these men "must be 
absolutely unselfish.: they should 
be men of faith, not necessarily 
Christian but with a spiritual 
philosophy." 
. 


In order to speed up the project, 


General Ho has proposed to send 
to China forthwith, the brilliant 
S. S. Ix>—who- long was private 
secretary to Chiang Kai-Shek but 
now in Washington—to help in 
the selection of men who will fight 
ideas with ideas. JLo himself has 
been associated with the moral 
re-armament movement for some 
time and" is enthusiastic over the 
Chinese program. -
